HOW FRENCH STRATEGY AND HELP TURNED THE TIDE 
FOR POLAND. 


Seldom in history has a change come in an international 
situation so swiftly as that brought by the victory of the Poles I 
over the Russians. 
Three weeks ago there lowered over eastern Europe a feeling 
of depression unequaled since the darkest days 
of the 
war. 
Poland was all but submerged by the Red tide, and Germany was 
apparently waiting to welcome it. Labor in nearly every country 
from which Poland might expect help had given notice that no 
help should be forthcoming. It was increasingly difficult to move 
munitions by either land or sea. and each attempt brought pro­ 
tests from labor and threats of a general strike. 
Worse still, there was no agreement among the Allies as to 
policy. Great Britain and France were in complete discord and 
the world for the moment hung in the balance. 
Then came word that the tide was turning and that there 
was great hope of a smashing victory. Premier Millerand had 
sent General Weygand, with several hundred French officers, to 
Poland to direct the military operations, and this great strategist 
Justified the faith his government had in him.

Cheese and Bread Crumb Filling 
I — Mince five onions very fine and 
then place five tablespoons of fat 
in a frying pan and add the onions. 
Cook until soft but not brown and 
then add one cup of cottage or pot 
cheese, two green peppers minced 
fine, one teaspoon of salt, one-half 
teaspoon of pepper, one-eighth tea­ 
spoon of thyme, one and one-quar­ 
ter cups of fine crumbs, one well- 
beaten egg and one-half cup 
of 
milk. 
Mix and then fill into either to­ 
matoes or peppers and bake as di­ 
rected in the cheese and macaroni 
filling.
